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..Arab peace-keeping troops killed 

BEIRUT. Jan. 30 (R)— Two soldiers from the Arab Deterrent 
Force were shot dead today and three were wounded after they 
strayed on to a Beirut highway known as a frequent scene of 
shooting. The Syrian -dominated peace-keeping force in Lebanon 
accused rightist’militias of firing on the troops, but rightist officials 
said the Syrians were responsible. The shootings took place near 
the "Chevrolet" crossing point along the deserted Beirut- 
Damascus road. A statement from the peace-keeping force said 
the soldiers were driving from the Bckaa Valiev, where they were 
stadoned. The} lost their way and continued their journey 
towards the Christian suburb of Fum El Shubbak where they 
came under fire from the adjacent Ain Al Rummaneh district, the 
force said. Today’s shooting followed outbreaks yesterday, in 
which eight civilians were killed and 12 wounded by shelling and 
gunfire.

i, Iraq conclude 

lal defence pact, 
to create unity 




DAMASCUS, Jan. 30 
(R)--Syria and Iraq 
announced today they 
have conciuded a mutual 
defence pact and were 
planning to create a 
unified state. 

A joint statement issued 
after three days of top- 
level talks in Damascus 
said the two sides would 
meet again in Baghdad 
soon to determine the con- 
stitutional framework for 
the two countries’ unity. 

The statement added that Arab 
unity was their primary goal and 
stressed the need to defeat what it 
termed the treason of the Egy- 


ptian leadership in seeking peace 
with Israel. 

"Syria and Iraq form one area 
and each of them constitutes 
strategic depth for the other." the 
statement said. 

The decisions were taken by a 
joint Supreme Political Council 
headed by Syrian President Hafez 
Al Assad and Iraqi Vice-President 
Saddam Hussein, who was 
deputising for his president. 
Ahmed Has&an Al Bakr. 

The statement said the Council 
was progressing steadily towards 
building a unified state and re- 
establishing the unity of the Arab 
Ba'ath Socialist Party. 

Syria and Iraq are ruled by rival 
party wings, which until recently 
were divided by a profound 
ideological dispute. 

The statement said the Council 
bad ratified proposals drawn up- 


over the past three months by- 
joint sub-committees for political, 
military and economic coor- 
dination. 

It had also "asserted the (Arab) 
national stand already taken 
against the policy of plotting and 
treason adoptd by the regime in 
Egypt." 

The two sides stressed the need 
to oppose this policy, which they 
condemned as a major element of 
Zionist and imperialist plots 
against the Arab world in general 
and the Palestinian cause in par- 
ticular. 

Before returning to Baghdad, 
Mr. Hussein told reporter that 
Syria and Iraq had made sub- 
stantial progress towards unity. 
He said both sides were working 
sincerely for unity “now and for 
ever 1 ' and their efforts were going 
-very weD.

The official Pars news agency 
said Air France had told the gov- 
ernment that a chartered plane 
carrying Ayatollah Khomeini and 
his entourage would leave Paris 
for Tehran early tomorrow. 

The agency said Prime Minister 
Shabpour Bakhtiar and his 
cabinet held an urgent meeting 
and decided to allow-the plarje to 
land at Tehran airport, which has 
been closed for the past six days on 
government orders. 

In Paris, a dose aide of the 
Ayatollah said tbe reUgious leader 
would not leave for Tehran 
tonight. 

An Air France spokesman said 
that for operational reasons he did 
not think the Ayatollah's char- 
tered plane could leave tonight 
and that tomorrow night was more 
likely. 

There was no indication 
whether the cabinet made its deci- 
sion after negotiations with the 
Ayatollah or bis aides. 

The 78-year-old Shfite Moslem 
leader has refused to recognise 
Prime Minister Bakhtiar, who was 
appointed by the Shah before the 
monarch was forced by demon- 
strations and strikes to leave tbe 
country on an extended holiday 
two weeks ago. 

Mr. Khomeini's return was con- 
sidered likely to sharpen a clash of 
wills with Dr. Bakhtiar - with the 
future of Iran at stake . 

The Ayatollah’s supporters saw 
the closure of Tehran's Me hrabad 
airport as a government attempt 
to obstruct his return. 

The airport was reopened to- 
day but no commercial flights 


operated and troops turned away 
travellers. 

Anger among the Ayatollah’s 
followers erupted into fresh scat- 
tered demonstrations and arson in 
the Iranian capital today. 

There have long been fears that 
the Ayatollah’s return could spark 
clashes Detween his millions of 
supporters and those, including 
the bulk of the armed forces, who 
want to maintain the present con- 
stitution. 

There was no indication tonight 
that Dr. Bakhtiar would bow to 
the Ayatollah’s demands that he 
resign. 

It appeared likely that the 
cabinet felt the only way to calm 
mounting civil unrest was to let the 
Ayatollah return, come what may. 

The government closed 
Mehrabad airport last Wed- 
nesday. claiming technical prob- 
lems as the reason. 

A senior associate of Ayatollah 
Khomeini, Ayatollah Hossein Ali 
Montazeri, ruled out a declaration 
of Jihad (holy war) by the Moslem 
clergy. 

“We have achieved 99 per cent 
of our revolution without needing 
to declare a Jihad and call the 
people to arms, and I cannot log- 
ically see any reason why we 
should do so for the remaining one 
per cent,” he said. 

Asked what would happen if 
loyalist generals staged a coup, he 
said, “if we were able to get rid of 
the Shah and Savak (the secret 
police) in spite of their immense 
power and horrible oppression, I 


feel we can take on anyone." 

The United States today 
ordered all non-essential gov- 
ernment employees and their 
dependents to leave Iran. 

It also recommended depen- 
dents of American private citizens 
to leave as soon as possible, the 
State Department said. . 

The order and recommendation 
were given by the United States 
Embassy in Tehran, State 
Department Spokesman Tom 
Reston said in Washington. 

Mr. Reston could not say 
immediately how many Ameri- 
cans were still in Iran or how many 
would be covered by today's 
instructions. 

About a week ago the State 
Department estimated the 
number of Americans in Iran at 
about 11,800. A few months ago 
there were more than 40,000 offi- 
cials, businessmen and depen- 
dents. 

Mr. Reston could not say 
whether any U.S. flights were 
scheduled beyond the rwo regular 
Military Air Command planes 
which go to Tehran each day.

nations to seek a united front in attempts to 
resolve the Middle East conflict during his 
four-nation tour of the region, starting on 
Thursday. 

The two-week trip will take the 86-year-old 
president to Kuwait, Iraq, Syria and 
Jordan— all countries generally opposed to 
Egypt s agreements on a peace settlement with 
Israel at Camp David last year. 

Diplomatic sources here said President Tito 
was unlikely to make any concrete proposals 
on ways to heal the rift between Egyptian Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat and other Arab leaders but 
would nevertheless stress' the need for Arab 
states to close ranks:' 

At tbe same time the president, still mentally 
agile and apparently in good physical shape, 
was expected to seek major loans or credits 
from Oil-rich Iraq and Kuwait to shore up 
Yugoslavia's economy, suffering from a huge 
foreign trade deficit.

A government spokesman said President 
Tito would stay in Kuwait from Feb.1-4. but 
could give no precise dates for his subsequent 
official visits to Baghdad, Damascus and 
Amman. Diplomatic sources said he was 
expected to spend about four days in each of 
them. 

Marshal Tito and senior Yugoslav officials 
have expressed alarm at divisions m the 86- 
nation non-aligned movement. They have 
made plain they view these as a result of 
attempts to tilt the movement towards Moscow 
and split it into so-called progressive and con- 
servative camps. 

Kuwait, Iraq, Syria and Jordan from part oi 
the influential 21-nation Arab group in the 
movement and President Tito will almost cer- 
tainly try to gain their support for a moderate 
line at the next non-aligned summit in Havana 
in September. 

President Tito is the only surviving founding 
'father of the. movement formally set up in 


recent years, imports about a third of its crude 
from Iraq and is keen to expand its exports of 
technology, machinery and consumer goods to 
help offiet these costs. 

"President Tito is clearly making this trip for 
a whole variety of reasons: financial, to secure 
Yugoslavia's ofl supplies, get a first-hand 
assessment of the situation in the Middle East 
and the G 11 K, after the upheaval in Iran, and 


On the Middle East situation, Yugoslavia 
has cautiously welcomed any steps towards 
peace such as the Egyptian-Israeli agreements 
but cast doubts on whether these could even- 
tually lead to a lasting settlement. 

. Any settlement, according to President Tito, 
must be comprehensive and ensure ibejight of 
tbe Palestinian people to their own homeland. 

Senior diplomats said President Tito, who 


■ exchanged a steady stream of messages with 
Arab leaders, has urged Yasser Arafat, leader 
of the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), to show moderation despite his fierce 
opposition to the Camp David accords. 

"President Tito is not just sitting on the 
fence: He is trying to reconcile the deep dif- 
ferences among Arab states through quiet dip- 
lomacy,” said one Arab diplomat here. 

President Tito visited Iraq in 1967 and Syria 
in 1974, but his forthcoming trip will be the 
first to Kuwait and Jordan. His Majesty King 
Hussein came to Belgrade last April. 

On the bifateral from. President Tito is 
expected to discuss in Kuwait an expansion of 
trade and credits. Yugoslav enterprises are 
currently carrying out development projects 
worth more than $400 million there and 
Kuwait has already granted Yugoslavia bank 
loans totalling S300 million. 

Trade with Iraq, believed to be Yugoslavia’s 
chief oil supplier, reached $560 million in 
1977. Yugoslav firms are also participating in 
Iraqi development projects in industry, 
agriculture and other fields worth some 52,000 
million dollars. 

Diplomatic sources said President Tito, 
accompanied by Foreign Minister Josip Vrh- 
ovec and Finance Minister Petar Kostic, would 
probably seek major loans or credits from Iraq. 

During his visits to Syria and Jordan, the 
president was expected to concentrate on the 
Egyptian-Israeli accords, plans for a Syrian- 
Iraq merger and tbe role of Syrian troops in 
Lebanon. 


Demolition orders were read 
aloud to the occupants of the four 
stone houses before they were 
reduced to rubble on a cold, foggy 
morning. 

In this village near Jerusalem, 
where a commando cell was dis- 
covered last Friday, troops moved 
.in at dawn and imposed a curfew. 

They quickly destroyed a house 
recently occupied by Ibrahim Abu 
Halal. 24, who was caught in it last 
week after a long hunt for him 
allegedly in connection with a 
- bomb explosion which killed rwo 
people in a Jerusalem market last 
June. 

Of the three other houses 
demolished, one was in the Ras El 
Ein suburb of Nablus, largest town 
on the West Bank, another in the 
Balara refugee camp and the third 
in the village of Kafr Kallii on the 
JerusaJem-Nablus road. 

One house belonged to Yussuf 
Ibrahim Ashkar, 40, a prominent 
merchant charged with smuggling 
in from abroad explosives hidden 
among the regular merchandise he 
imported. The explosives were 
later, found in the possession of 
Palestinian commandos, the 
Israelis claimed. 

The other two houses belonged 
to Issa Said Shakhshtr. 28. 
arrested last July on charges of 
tossing grenades at Israeli vehicles 
and a tourist bus, and Yussuf 
A wad, 37, also accused of planting 
time-bombs. 

Israeli troops clamped a three 
hour curfew in the immediate vic- 
inity of each house while the blast- 
ing operation was -underway. 

Israeli officials, including the 
former Military Commander of 
the West Bank, Gen. Avraham 
Orly, have claimed that the des- 
truction of houses was rarely car- 
ried out during the 12-year occu- 
pation and only in the most 
extreme cases where the accused 
persons were known to have 
committed acts of sabotage. 

But the incidents have touched 
off each time strong protest 
demonstrations by Arab residents 
in the occupied areas, and wide 
condemnation out side. 


Soon after the demolitions the 
curfew was lifted but large num- 
bers of troops moved into the vil- 
lages on the pretext of avoiding 
disturbances. 

A high-ranking officer told 
Reuters after Lhe operation: “The 
military government was forced to 
use such means in the wake of the 
recent upsurge in terrorist activ- 
ity.” 

On Sunday, a bomb explosion 
in the Mediterranean resort town 
of Natanya killed three people and 
injured. nearly 40. 

Minutes before Lhe house in 
Nablus was demolished, the com- 
mando’s family contacted a lawyer 
in a last-ditch attempt to preserve 
the building. But the explosives 
team went along with the demob- 
sion anyway. 

The Supreme Court in 
Occupied Jerusalem was today 
debating an appeal by an Arab 
student against an order of depor- 
tation. The student was alleged to 
have incited Israeli Arab students 
to declare their support for the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

Riyad El Abed Rashid, 27, a 
graduate of Bir Zeit University 
near Ramallah, was facing a 
deportation order to be 
implemented this evening after a 
group of Israeli Arab students sent 
a letter of support to the Palestine 
National Council which recently 
convened in Damascus. 

The Israeli students publidy 
called for the dismantling of Israel 1 
and the establishment of a Pales- 
tinian homeland. Their activity 
aroused angry reaction among 
Israelis. 

Six of those who signed the let- 
ter were confined to their villages, 
a move which effectively barred 
them from the university for three 
months. 

A headmaster and a teacher in 
tbe West Bank village of Sinjti 
were ordered to leave their posts 
after Israeli authorities discovered 
PLO leaflets in classrooms.

Not tame anymore 


Israel is clearly having problems with its Arabs. The 
Arab population living inside the pre-1967 borders has 
been adding its voice to the accelerated struggle against 
Zionist expansionism which is manifesting itself anew in 
the occupied territories. 

Organisations such as the National Progressive Move- 
ment have emerged to join hands with the forceful displays 
of unity which are occurring everywhere in the Arab World 
in response to the Egyptian-Israeli treaty machinations. 

The Israelis have predictably replied to this wave of 
nationalist feeling with a wave of arrests and crackdowns, 
particularly against students, and by re-introducing the 
tactic of blowing up houses of “suspicious'* Arab civilians 
in the West Bank. 

There is also more than enough evidence that 
Israel-frustrated by the failure of its attempt to impose a 
final solution of the Palestinian problem through the legal 
mechanism of the Camp David accords, and alarmed by the 
shifts in the balance of power in the region— is looking for a 
way to deflect responsibility for its own intransigence by 
drawing the Arabs into a new pattern of violence. 

And it appears that Lebanon has been chosen once 
again as the target of Israel’s bloody manipulations. The 
Lebanese authorities have uncovered an Israeli conspiracy 
in connection with the murder in Beirut of the PLO security 
chief, Abu Hassan, and have arrested two foreigners with 
fake passports in the case. 

This is by no means the first time the Israelis have used 
such tactics to create excuses for renewed acts of aggres- 
sion. With Mr. Begin’s reputation now so low among his 
erstwhile Western backers over his obstinacy in the peace 
talks, he obviously feels it is time to excite a new wave of 
sympathy in the world for “embattled” Israel. There are 
indications in Beirut that the order for Abu Hassan' s assas- 
sination came from the Prime Minister's office itself. 

As usual in these matters, Israel will reap what it sbws. 
But it should take note that the Arabs it is confronting this 
time— even those once-intimidated subjects within its own 
borders— are no longer prepared to take provocation lying 
down, or to see their hopes and dreams for peace and 
justice trampled forever under the Zionist jackboot.

Under the heading "The only Practical Answer AL RATs 
editorial Tuesday says the derisions that can be reached by the 
Syrian-Iraqi Joint Higher Committee would lead to substantial 
alteration in the balance of power in the Middle East.

University professor says 


Drug addiction is emerging 
as a problem, in Jordan

Spedal to idle Jordan Times 

AMMAN, Jan. 30r-“The 
phenomenon of drug use and 
abuse is becoming a serious prob- 
lem in Jordan, and it will certainly 
increase if we don't act to prevent 
it from spreading widely in our 
society," Dr. Fawzi Dawoud, 
Director of the Counselling 
Center at the Jordan University 
said in an interview . here yes- 
terday. 

“The dangerous-element is that 
we respond to human problems by 
providing the people with chem- 
ical solutions, instead of looking 
for human solutions. For example, 
patients who suffer from malad- 
justment need counselling more 
than anything else, yet doctors 
prescribe tp them a certain kind of 
drug, an easy solution to the prob- 
lem,” he added. 

An exploratory study has been 
conducted by Dr. Dawoud con- 
cerning the use and abuse of drugs 
in Jordan. “This study serves as 
baseline data for future studies on 
this problem,” Dr. Dawoud said. 

The study was conducted to 
answer many questions raised 
regarding the problem of drug 
dependency in Jordan, such as: 
the expectations and estimates of 
workers in the medical field con- 
cerning the development of this 
phenomenon; the extent of drug 
dependency in Jordan; the most 
common drugs used or abused; 
geographic distribution of cases, 
dependency on particular drugs: 
whether there is any relationship 
between medical practices and 
drug use or abuse; the distribution 
of drug dependency according to 
age, sex, and profession; and 
finally the sources of drugs. 

As for the method used in con- 
ducting the study. Dr. Dawoud 
said: “Because of the difficulty of 
reaching the population of drug 
dependents in Jordan and of tak- 
ing a sample from the general 
population, it was decided that the 
sample should consist of 470 per- 
sons, chosen from people directly 
involved in drug use and dis- 
tribution such as physicians, 
pharmacists, school directors and 
counsellors, and persons in key 
positions at the Ministry of 
Health. 

In answer to a questionaire 77 
per cent of the physicians, and 79 
per cent of the pharmacists said 


they thought the phenomenon of 
drug use constituted a problem, 
and that this problem would 
increase in the future. Although 
there are laws to limit and control 
drug use, 41 per cent of the phy- 
sicians and 50 per cent of the 
pharmacists said that these laws 
and regulations were not applied 
and do not serve the purpose for 
which they were made. 

. Dr. Dawoud said: "The 
Department of Drug Prevention 
and Enforcement had made an 
estimate of 1882 cases of drug 
dependency (on hashish and 
opium) between 1970-1976, 90 
per cem of them on hashish, but 
this is only an estimate; it does not 
reflect the exact number, which is 
certainly higher.” Four hundred 
and twenty one cases of drug 
dependency were reported by 
those questioned in the study . This 
□umber is an indication of the 
danger of the problem threatening 
our society. 

The study also indicates that the 
problem is increasing with the pas- 
sage of time. For example, 23 
cases of drug dependency were 
reported by those questioned for 
the period 1970-1971, while in 
1976-1978 the number of cases 
reported reached 297. 

Tranquillisers were found to be 
the most common or popular 
drugs because doctors believe 
they are safe. Narcotics, which 
include morphine, heroin and 
codeine were the next most com- 
mon drugs in use: then bar- 
biturates which include psy- 
chosedatives (Valium, Equanil 
and Milton): then stimulants, 
which include marijuana. L.S.D. 
and cocaine. 

The study illustrated that males 
were more dependent on drugs 
than females. The study revealed 
that 64 per cent of the cases were 
of male drug dependence, and 36 
percent were females. “This could 
raise several questions,” Dr. 
Dawoud said: “Is the female more 
protected culturally in our society: 
is it difficult for the female to fol- 
low different patterns of 
behaviour is her request for 
drugs; how long will this cultural 
protection last, when we see that 
women are becoming very active 
in our society?”

The subcommittee will 
be reviewing progress in the sec- 
ond phase of the grid linkage bet- 
ween Jordan and Syria including 
electricity rates, Director of Plan- 
ning at the Jordan Electricity 
Authority Ibrahim Badran said. 
Mr. Badran, who leads the 
three-member delegation, said 
the second phase which entails the 


construction of a 100 megawatt 
line with a 132 kilowatt tension 
should be completed in the first 
quarter of this year.

study revealed that 46 per cent or 
193 cases depended on - tran- 
quilizers, 106 of these cases were 
below 20 years of age. “This indi- 
cates that drugs have entered the 
youth population, which makes it 
a must for us to think of effective 
prevention methods,” Dr. 
D 3 woud said. 

Concerning the distribution of 
drug dependence according to 
occupation, it was found that the 
highest number were students 
about 28 per cent or 117 cases; 
free business, 1 6 per cent; workers 
in the medical fidd, 13 per cent; 
government employees, 10 per 
cent; workers, 10 per cenU army 
officers, 2 per cent; unemployed. 
5 per cent; unknown professions, 
15 per cent. 

It was found that physicians and 
pharmacists constitute an impor- 
tant source for drugs in addition rc 
illegal smuggling. Dr. Dawoud 
continued: "Until now efforts 
were only directed towards 
smuggling, without taking into 
consideration the 'danger of med- 
ical abuse. Therefore attention 
must be paid to medical drug 
abuse while carrying out our pre- 
ventive methods, for we must 
learn from the West that when 
illegal sources are banned, med- 
ical drug abuse increases.” 

Dr. Dawoud added that doctors 
and pharmacists must be made 
better aware of the consequences 
of drugs, and their effect on 
human behaviour. 

“We must not concentrate our 
laws and regulations on illegal 
smuggling only. We need a more 
integrated approach to pre- 
vention, we need specialised cen- 
ters for treatment, because our 
medical hospitals are not 
equipped for treating such prob- 
lems, problems that need coun- 
selling more than anything else,” 
he said. 

“It is important to not the 
necessity of establishing a medical 
data center before adopting any 
preventive method, to help us in 
defining the cases of drug depen- 
dency in Jordan. Any protective 
method must aim at limiting sup- 
ply through administrative, execu- 
tive and security measures, and 
demand through educational and 
psychological awareness cam- 
paigns.” he concluded. 

Israelis 
confiscate 
land in 
West Bank 

AMMAN, Jan. 30 
(JNA)— Newspapers in the 
occupied West Bank today said 
that the Israeli custodian of the 
absentees' property notified 160 
inhabitants of the Hazma and 
Jaba' villages in the W’est Bank 
that several thousand dunums of 
their land have been confiscated. 
They have been referred to the 
custodian's office to receive com- 
pensation. 

The newspapers said the vil- 
lagers, who were surprised by the 
Israeli action, refused to accept 
the notification of compensation, 
insisting to retain their land.

ition- at Yarmouk at 10 a.m. this 
Saturday.. 


Twenty six of the experiments 
are for the second secondary cur- 
riculum, and the other 26 are for 
third secondary students pre- 


paring for the Tawjihiyeh. The 
srudents from different schools 
stay at the exhibition for about 2 
hours. Each class breaks into 


groups which go from experiment 
to experiment. 

This is rhe first year that the 
exhibition has been scheduled to 


run for eight day's instead of six at 
the two universities. The rapid 
increase in the number of schools 
means that there are still many 
students who can't get to see the 
experiments. At Ashrafiah Girls 
School, three out of seven third 
secondary classes were chosen, by 
lottery, to go. There was no 
chance for the five second sec- 
■ ondary classes. 

According to Dina Matar. a 
Chemistry Teacher at Ashrafiah. 
“All of them want to go. They all 
get more interested in rhe subject 
by coming here." However, Mai 
Omaish. also a teacher at 
Ashrafiah. added: “About 60 per 
cent come to take notes and learn, 
the rest for a change.*’ 

The exhibition this year is 
helped by a contribution of JD 
1,300 from several Jordanian 
Chemical Companies led by the 
Jordan Phosphaie Mines Com- 
pany. This money is used to sup- 
plement the chemicals and 
glassware the university provides. 

Attendance is not limited » 
students sent directly by their 
schools. Others, especially stu-. 
dents who are able to visit the' 
exhibition in groups, are encour- 
aged to do so. 

Because girls' schools are often 
newer and not as fully equipped as 
the boys' schools, they are given 
the longer visiting hours: 8 a.m. to 
1p.m. as opposed toJ to5 p m. for 
the boys. 

Elham Ahmad, a second sec- 
ondary student at a com- 
prehensive school who was vis- 
iting the exhibition, said: “We've 
heard of this equipment and these 
experiments but never seen 
them— this helps us understand." 
summing up the programme’s 
value. A lab-full of eager faces 
bore witness to these words.

Host countries for 
refugees meet in Amman 

to discuss UNRWA services 
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AMMAN. Jan. 3 0 
<JN A)— Services to Palestinian 
refugees by the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA) will be the main topic 
for discussion by representatives 
of the Arab states hosting 
refugees, the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and the Arab Lea- 
gue at a week-long meeting that 
opened here today. 

Speaking at the opening ses- 
sion, the Under-secretary of the 
Ministry of Development and 
Reconstruction Abdul Rahman 
Jarrar said that UNRWA's ser- 
vices to the refugees are 
threatened due to the recurrent 
deficit in its budget over the last 
ten years. This problem must be 
settled since any reduction of ser- 
vices would further aggravate the * 


condition of refugees and put an 
additional burden on the host 
countries. Mr. Jarrar said. 

He pointed our that UNRWA's 
1 979 budget totalled S 1 5 1 .8 mil- 
lion out of which 57 per cent is 
allocated to education, 26 per cent 
to relief services and 1 7 per cent to 
health services. He said that 
UNRWA should continue to ren- 
der its services until a just solution 
is found to the refugees problem. 

Dr. Ali Ibrahim, who represents 
the Arab League at the meeting, 
said that apart from UNRWA's 
services, the participants will be 
discussing among other things 
U.N. General Assembly resol- 
utions on Palestinian refugees at 
its 33rd session and celebrations 
marking an international day for- 
solidarity with the Palestinian 
people.

In as much 
demand as ever are the minor 
classic painters of the turn of the 
century, the Pompiers, and the 
Orientalists. 

More exciting and new is the 
promising interest in pre-1860 
painters-”Cavalier Gree" by 
Delacroix reached Frs. 3.4 mil- 
lion. and a William Klacsz Heda 
Frs. 1.25 million. 

This is all the more welcome 
since auction sales gor off to a slow 
sun after the summer recess. At 
about the same time, a certain 
nervousness had seized the top 
dealers who took part in the 9th 
Biennale— which to collectors is 
the most celebrated of inter- 
national antique lairs. In I97K it 
proved to be a bitter commercial 
disappointment. The Renaissance 
bronzes. French furniture from 
royal palaces, and paintings by old 
masters, all museum pieces, 
remained unsold. Prices were 
deemed to be exorbitant. 

Neither can the market in mod- 
ern paintings be feeling elated 
after the recent mishap connected 
with the cancelled sale of three 
Mondrians to the Pompidou 
Museum of Modern An. At the 
eleventh hour, doubts were cast 
on the authenticity of the paint- 
ings. which had previously been 
praised by a number of experts. 
Realists are now saying that the 
Frs. 6m which almost changed 
hands is a sum large enough to 
undermine confidence in abstract 
art further. 

Confidence is now the keyword 
and panacea for every ailing 
branch ol ihe an world. Did not 
the POSSFs investment show 
confidence in the French passion 
for antiques? The new antique 
market is leaning on ir to catch 
new enthusiasts. The auctioneers, 
by virtue of their being ■* minis- 
terial officers’ . have always been 
personally responsible Tor the 
accuracy of the merchandise 
described: 

It only remains for collectors to 
teel confident that they will be 
able to pay lor it all.

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U.N. resolution on 
trade gives support 
to developing nations 

UNITED NATIONS, Jan. 30 (R) — Despite negative votes from the United 
States, Canada and the nine European Common Market countries, the General 
Assembly approved a resolution yesterday calling for reform of the General 
Agreement on Tariffe and Trade (GATT). The resolution, which passed by 110 to 
11 with 11 abstentions , emphasised the rights of developing countries in any 
changes made to the international trade regime. 
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The North American and EEC 
countries did not detail the objec- 
tions which prompted their “no" 
votes, but they apparently dis- 
approved of changes mentioned in 
the resolution, inculding, special 
treatment for developing coun- 
tries. 

The resolution said that any 
new codes or rules in negotiations 
affecting developing countries' 
trade should not be adopted with- 
out full participation and accep- 
tance by those countries. 

The assembly also urged all par- 
ticipants in multilateral trade 
negotiations to assess jointly the 
impact of the 1973 Tokyo decla- 
ration concerning additional 
benefits to developing countries 
and to take corrective measures as 
necessary. 

The assembly called on 
developed states to abide by 


agreements reached in the 1973 
Tokyo declaration, especially 
concerning principles of recip- 
rocity in trade relations between 
developed and developing coun- 
tries. and special and differential 
treatment for developing coun- 
tries. 

The resolution said that results 
of the negotiations should reflect 
the substantial reduction and 
eventual abolition of tariff and 
non- tariff restrictions against the 
trade of developing countries, 
removal of discriminatory and 
escalatoiy barriers against them, 
and improvement in the operation 
of the generalised system of pre- 
ferences to provide wider cover- 
age and deeper cuts in tariffs.

Ford Foundation 
appoints first 
black president 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (R) — The Ford Foundation, one of the 
country's most powerful)* private philanthropic agencies, has 
appointed as president lawyer Frank Thomas, the first black to 
hold the job. 

Mr. Thomas, 43, gained national prominence between 1967 
and 1977 as head of iKe Bedford-Stuyvesant Restoration Cor- 
poration which cleared up Brooklyn slum areas. Under his lead- 
ership the privately'and publicly funded corporation became a 
national model of how to put a dingy, neglected neighbourhood 
on the road to prosperity. 

In 1 977, he was elected to the board of trustees of the Ford 
Foundation, which was started in 1 936 by Henry Ford and his son 
Edsel. 

Mr. Thomas takes up his new position directing the multi- 
billion dollar foundation on June 1. Selected from among more 
than 300 candidates, he will succeed McGeorge Bundy, former 
national security adviser to President Lyndon Johnson. Mr. 
Bundy has been foundation president for 13 years. 

The Ford Foundation has spent more than S3 billion in grants 
over the years to 7,000 institutions and groups and more than 
100,000 individuals in the United States and 96 foreign countries. 

The foundation grew to national and international dimensions 
from 1950, after the estates of Henry Ford, his wife and Edsel 
Ford were settled. 

It has become involved in building social infrastructure such as 
universities in foreign countries and recently started focussing on 
rural development in India, the Far East and Africa. 

It has also sent an exploratory mission to China. Among the 
topics dealt with by its domestic divisions have been environ- 
mental questions, energy and urban problems. 

The announcement said Mr. Thomas was “eminently qualified 
to lead in shaping foundation programmes in the important years 
ahead.”

The resolution, adding S93.7 
million to the already agreed 
budget for 1978-79, was adopted 
by 98 to 15 with nine members 
abstaining.

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
said he could not control inflation 
and currency fluctuations which 
were largely responsible for the 
increase. 

He noted that $18.5 million of 
the extra cash needed was for 
programmes approved by the 
, General Assembly, and asked: 
“What should the secretary- 
general do— not implement the 
resolutions?” 

Yuri Fokine of the Soviet 
Union, who voted against the 
budget, said those responsible for 
currency devaluation— an allusion 
to the United States— should make 
up the deficit. 

Melissa Wells of the United 
States said she voted against the 
resolution to express American 
concern at the lack of proper 
budgetary restraint. She urged 
delegates to join in an attempt to 
make the U.N. more effective, 
more efficient and more econom- 
ical. 

The revised budget totals $ 1.09 
billion, an increase of more than 
38 per cent on the sum approved 
just 13 months ago for the two- 
year period. 

Biggest contributor by far to 
U.N. funds is the United States, 
which has to pay 25 percent of the 
budget The Soviet Union ranks 
second at 1 1.60 percent, followed 
by Japan (8.64 per cent) and West 
■ Germany (7.70 per cent).

MANILA. Jan. 30 (R)-More 
refugees from Vietnam may now 
be on their way to the outside 
world with the official sanction of 
the Hanoi Government. Philip- 
pine officials said today. 

The Foreign Ministry officials 
said three vessels may be taking on 
refugees at Ho Chi Minb City and 
another could already be at sea. 

The officials said they had 
reports that the boats at Ho Chi 
Minh City were being loaded in 
accordance with new formal pro- 


cedures laid down by the Vie- 
tnamese Government. 

“If they see the Philippines as 
the only country which allows 
them- to have temporary asylum, 
they may all come here." one 
senior ministry official told Reut- 
ers. 

• He said that concern over such a 
possibility would mark a meeting 
tomorrow of a ministry committee 
dealing with the fare of the Tung 
An, a ship carrying 2.300 refugees 
which has been anchored in Man- 


Malta still lacks aid, 
neutrality guarantees 


ROME, Jan. 30 (R)— Arab and 
Western nations are unlikely to 
finalise a pact guaranteeing 
Malta's neutrality before the last 
British troops leave the island on 
March 31. well-informed Italian 
sources said yesterday. 

Italy and France, representing 
the European Common Market, 
have been discussing an agree- 
ment with the Libyan Jamahiriyah 
and Algeria as Malta seeks both 
financial aid and guaranteed 


neutrality.

The official said the Tung An 
might now be sent to Hong Kong 
unless the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) could show there was. 
still a chance of the refugees being 
taken quickly by other countries. 

“If the UNHCR tells us that 
countries are no longer taking 
refugees from the ship, then it 
means we have failed in our 
appeal to the 19 countries we 
asked to help." he said. 

He said the Hong Kong-owned 
Tung An which arrived on Dec. 
27 with 2.318 refugees, was given 
temporary asylum in Manila Bay 
so that the UNHCR could make 
arrangements for their speedy 
resettlement. If no one took the 
remainder, then the reason forgiv- 
ing the temporary asylum no 
longer existed, he said. 

The ship would then have to 
proceed to Hong Kong, its 
scheduled first port of call, which 
has just allowed 2,700 refugees to 
land. They came from another 
vessel, the Huey Fong, which the 
British 'colony kept outside its 
harbour for a month. 


China to rehabilitate more political victims 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 
(R)--Richard Nixon returned to 
the White House last night for the 
-first time since he left it in disgrace 
four and a half years ago. 

The former president was a 
guest at a state banquet given by 
President Carter for China's 
Senior Vice Premier Deng Xia- 
oping and which, in a sense, was a 
tribute to Mr. Nixon's role as the 
architect of America's new China 
policy. 

Mr. Nixon had little to say to 
reporters, even though the ban- 
quet was a climax to his own his- 
toric 1972 visit to China which 
paved the way to the opening of 


normal Sino-American relations 
and Mr. Deng’s presence in the 
White House. 

Mr. Nixon, who was invited to 
join the president and the vice 
premier for a private talk before 
the banquet, said he did not see , 

Mr. Deng in Peking in 1972 and 
bad never met him before. Mr. 
Nixon said be would meet Mr. 
Deng privately tomorrow. 

Mr. Carter said recently, in 
answer to criticism, that the invi- 
tation to Mr. Nixon was a proper 
and honourable course because of 
his key role in the opening of rela- 
tions with China. 


PEKING, Jan. 30 (R)-Peking 
has given local authorities 
throughout China one week in 
which to rehabilitate all deserving 
people who have been persecuted 
or purged by extremist political 
leaders, informed sources said 
yesterday. 

The sources said the local 
authorities had been warned that 
the press would start naming those 
organisations which failed to meet 
the deadline. 

In another major move, the 
New China News Agency 
(NCNA) reported yesterday that 
some of the bitterest targets of tire 
Communist Party after its victory 
in 1949 would no longer be stig- 
matised as “landlords, rich peas- 
ants, counter-revolutionaries and 
bad elements" if they had 
reformed. Their children would 
also no longer suffer for their 
“class origin," NCNA added. 

This follows last week’s- 
announcement by NCNA that 
China was to give back money and 
property seized from former 
capitalists during the cultural 
revolution. 

Yesterday the news agency 
quoted from a circular by the 
Public Security Ministry saying 
reformed landlords, rich peasants 
and others previously branded as 
undesirables would be called 
“commune members or workers, 
according to the kind of work they 
do, and have the same citizenship 
rights as other people.” 

On the rehabilitation issue, a 
number of former leaders who had 


been purged and persecuted dur- 
ing the past 20 years or so have 
already had their names cleared. 

Sources said, however, there 
had been growing concern among 
central authorities that people in 
lower-level positions who had suf- 
fered were not being rehabilitated 
quickly enough. 

The New China News Agency, 
meanwhile, in referring to former 
class enemies, said the Communist 
Party Central Committee earlier 
this month had reached "a deci- 
sion on the question of removing 
the designations of landlords and 
rich peasants and on the class 
status of landlords and rich peas- 
ants.” 

The agency said the “gTeat 
majority of landlords, rich peas- 
ants. counter-revolutionaries and 
bad elements’ ’ had successfully 
reformed themselves. 

It said the Central Committee 
decision had noted that landlords 
and rich peasants from the pre- 
1949 days had “undergone 
remoulding through manual 
labour for two or three decades 
and the great majority of them 
have become labouring people 
who earn their own living.” It said 
they should now be treated like 
any other commune member. 

“Qualifications for school 
enrollment, job allocation, joining 
the army, the Communist Youth 
League and the party should be 
based mainly on the political 
behaviour of the persons con- 
cerned without discrimination.” 
Their children should be similarly 


treated. 

The leaders of six human rights 
groups said yesterday they would 
continue to fight for more free- 
dom in China in spite of a 
threatened crackdown on the 
more outspoken advocates of 
democracy. 

The leaders held a rally 
attended by several hundred peo- 
ple at Peking's “democracy wall" 
and it seemed designed to coincide 
with yesterdays first round of 
talks between Presidenr Carter 
and Senior Vice-Premier DeDg 
Xiaoping in Washington. 

The meeting at "democracy 


wall" officially was in response to 
a recent speech by Peking Mayor 
Lin Hujia (Lin Hu-chia). 

Mr. Lin seemed to suggest a 
crackdown was imminent when he 
warned that open criticism of soc- 
iety, public demonstrations, 
marches and underground news- 
papers were going beyond toler- 
able limits. 

Undeterred by the mayors 
statements, the leaders of the six 
human rights groups yesterday 
told the crowd that “the fight for 
human rights and democracy will 
continue.” 
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Spain to open negotiations with EEC 


BRUSSELS. Jan. 30 (R)— Spain 
will formally open negotiations 
with the Common Market next 
Monday on its bid to join the 
community. EEC officials said 
yesterday. 

, But detailed talks on the Span- 
ish application, the most complex 
of the three now before the nine 
existing members, will not begin 
until after the summer. 

Negotiations with Greece are 
already well advanced, with all the 
major political issues settled. An 
agreement is expected to be 
signed in the summer, so that it 
can join the community in 1981. 

Portugal has formally opened 
negotiations, but detailed talks 
have been held up, partly by the 
change of government in Lisbon. 


Officially, the three sets of talks 
aie being kept apart, but experts 
here widely expect Spain and Por- 
tugal to join the EEC at the same 
time, later in the 1980s. 

Next Monday's meeting will be 
chaired by French Foreign Minis- 
ter Jean Francois-Poncet, pres- 
ident of the EEC Council of 
Ministers for the first half of the 
year. 

Spain's application for EEC 
membership poses special prob- 
lems for the existing nine because 
of the competition posed by its 
growing industry and its extensive 
agriculture. 

It will add nearly a third to the 
community’s agricultural area, 
and to the number of both fanners 
and farms.

Many big companies are pulling out 
of South Africa, mainly for commercial 
reasons. But also for commercial 
reasons, there is a limit to how far this 
disengagement can go before it begins 
to hurt the West as well as South 
Africa.

Despite years of political pres- 
sure, Western companies have 
continued to invest in South 
Africa on the basis that pro- 
fitability is high, but the recent 
decision by Iran to cut off oil sup- 
pi ies could have profound effects. 

Until recently, South Africa was 
receiving 90 per cent of its oil sup- 
plies from Iran, but these ceased in 
December and the new gov- 
ernment has said they will not be 
resumed. Similarly, supplies to 


Israel, a major South African trad- 
ing partner, have been cut off. 

Although South Africa is 
believed to have strategic oil 
■stocks which could last up to three 
years and also produces some oil 
, from coal, the country may have to 
rely on the spot market for sup- 
plies, which are likely to cost at 
least 30 per cent more than pre- 
viously. And the longer the Ira- 
nian stoppage continues, the 
higher spot prices are likely to be. 

South Africa is also known to 
receive oil supplies from other 


sources including minor oil pro- 
ducers, but it is clear that domestic 
transport and production costs 
will increase, with consequent 
pressure on company profitability. 

At a time when South Africa is 
already facing an economic slow- 
down and a fall in both domestic 
and foreign investment, the oil 
problem and continuing pressure 
for economic sanctions are bound 
to affect the confidence of foreign 
companies operating there. 

The country has also been faced 
with a net capital outflow of 
£774m. in the first nine months of 
last year, compared with £488m. 
during the whole of the previous 
year, although its balance of pay- 
ments position is strongly sup- 
ported by currently hi gh gold 
prices. 

The attitude of foreign banks to 
loans for South Africa has har- 
dened considerably in the past 18 
months, and there has been a shor- 
tage of funds for major long-term 
projects, although many of them 
are government backed. 

On the other hand, despite 
political opposition to trade with- 


South Atnca, its export per- 
formance in the last financial year 
was very strong, improving by 20 
per cent over the previous year. 

It has diversified both its range 
of exports and the markets in 
which it sells, perhaps partially in 
response to the continuing pres- 
sure at the United Nations for 
trade sanctions. 

The prospect of even limited 
sanctions is of particular concern 
to Britain, which accounts for 60 
per cent of ail foreign investment 
in South Africa, amounting to a 
book value of around £4bn. 

The British Department of 
Trade has already conducted an 
inquiry into the possible effects of 
sanctions and asked major trading 
companies to assess their possible 
losses, but the results have never 
been made public. 

However, the U.K. South 
Africa Trade Association recently 
daimed that as many as 250,000 
jobs could be lost in Britain if full 
sanctions were applied to South 
Africa. Although this may be an 
over-estimate, the impact would 
clearly be devastating. 


Britain also has indirect 
portfolio investment' in South 
Africa amounting to about £3bn. 
and invisible earnings from that 
source estimated at £lm. a year. 

Although exports from the 
U.K. are running at around 
£600m. a year, the British share of 
the market has fallen recently and 
there has been a steady with- 
drawal of assets by major com- 
panies, although these were often 
for purely commercial reasons. 

However, although there are- 
few direct pressures on U.K. com- 
panies to cut their investments, 
the growing importance of Black 
African markets cannot be 
ignored. Nigeria, for example, 
imports nearly twice as much as 
South Africa from the U.K. 

Perhaps the most vital factor is 
South Africa’s trade relationship 
with the United States, which 
increased its imports from there 
by 70 per cent during the first six 
months of last year, although 
trade in the opposite direction fell 
substantially. 

Much of this U.S. buying 
reflects the importance of South 


Africa to the West as a supplier of 
essential minerals. It has a glit- 
tering array of reserves-86 per 
cent of the world’s platinum, 83 
per cent of chrome ore. 64 per 
cent of vanadium. 48 per cent of 
manganese ore and 49 per cent of 
the gold. 

Some of these are essential for 
the production of high technology 
weapons and South Africa is well 
aware that the world's other main 
repository of these minerals is the 
Soviet Union. 

While substitutes for some of 
these minerals do exist, it is not 
dear how quickly the existing 
technology could be adapted to 
make their use possible in pro- 
duction. 

It is therefore likely that while 
international market forces may 
reduce foreign commitment to 
investment and trade with South 
Africa, the Western nations win 
continue to resist pressure for 
sanctions.
